of Rowan pavement, both common and teſſulated, over which the 
coins and other antiquities were diſcovered. Beneath that was 
the original earth. This account was communicated to the 


gociety of Antiquarĩes by Doctor Combe, Sir Jahn Henneter, and 


Mr. Join Jackſon of Clement's-lane. The predominant articles 
were carthen- ware: and ſeveral were ornamented in the moſt 
elegant manner.
